DID YOU KNOW? 


Child labor still prevails in agriculture. 

Farm workers’ annual earnings are about one-fifth those of 
other industrial workers. 

Farm labor is excluded from minimum wage legislation, 

Agricultural workers have no legal guarantee of the right to 
Orgenize and bargain collectively, 

Many farm workers are excluded from the California Fair Employment 
Practices law, 

Agricultural workers are ineligible for unemployment insurance. 

Most farm laborers are excluded from social security benefits. 

Many agricultural laborers cannet satisfy residence requirements 
for voting. 

Migrancy reduces educational Opportunity. 


OVER 25,000,000 PEOPLE work and live under these conditions in America. They 
have little or no political voice. You, as a member of the American consuming 
public, bear a responsibility for the conditions under which your food is produced,
